TARIFF REVISION 


Net Speaker, Taking Seat, Out­ 
lines Policy ot Democrats. 


SPEAKER CHAMP CLARK. 


Cannon’s Successor and Leader 


of House Democrats. 


NEW 
FACES 
EVERYWHERE 


Reciprocity Cuts Secondary Figure, ae 
Democrats Have Outlined a Preten­ 
tious Political Program. 
Washington, April 5.—With vocifer­ 
ous demonstrations of exultation on 
ihe part of tho militant Democrats of 
the house, over which they have gain­ 
ed control after sixteen years of de­ 
feat, and calm, dignified and routine 
proceedings on the part of the senate, 
which barely remains Republican, the 
Sixty-second congress met for the first 
time, convened in extraordinary ses­ 
sion by President Taft to consider his 
reciprocity pact with Canada. 
Champ Clark, who received an ova­ 
tion, was elected speaker of the house, 
polling 217 votes to 131 for James R. 
Mann, of Illinois; 15 for Henry A. 
Cooper, of Wisconsin, and one for 
George W. Norris, of Nebraska, all 
Republicans. 
The votes for Cooper were cast by 
insurgent Republicans and indicates 
that they intend to maintain a sepa­ 
rate working organization. 
The day marked the opening of the 
trial of the Democratic party to de­ 
monstrate its worthiness to receive 
“the wider confidence” of the vt ters 
of the country. Asking his colleagues 
to keep that fact uppermost in their 
minds during the present session of 
congress, Clarp, In his speech accept­ 
ing the speakership of the house, out­ 
lined the measures through which the 
Democratic patty hopes to continue to 
enjoy the faith of the people. 
intelligent 
revision of 
the tariff, 
election of United States senators by 
popular vote, changes in the house 
rules to permit proper consideration 
of public measures, economy in hand­ 
ling the purse strings of the country, 
the publication of campaign contribu­ 
tions, and the early admission of New 
Mexico and Arizona to statehood were 
some of the things which 
Speaker 
Clark emphasized in the Democratic 
program as measures which would be 
undertaken by the majority party in 
the house. 
The ceremonies of the house held 
an unusual interest. New Jbandn were 
at Hie wheel, while the helmsmen of 
former days were about to engage In 
the pastime of rocking the boat. The 
transition from a month ago was com­ 
plete. 
New faces were everywhere to be 
seen. Democrats not only filled the 
side of the chamber allotted to them, 
but poured over into the erstwhile sa­ 
cred precincts of the Republicans. 
Everybody appeared to be in the 
best of humor. The Democrats wore 
smiles that would not come off, while 
the Republican minority also smiled— 
a grim kind which meant that they 
were going to try to even up for the 
troubles the Democrats gave in day? 
of Republican supremacy. 
The program, always an interesting 
spectacle, was followed with uncom­ 
mon keenness. It included the calling 
of the house to order by Major Mc­ 
Dowell, veteran Republican clerk, who 
is soon to be replaced; calling of the 
roll, 
election 
of 
the speaker, 
his 
speech of acceptance, swearing in of 
the members by state delegations and 
drawing for seats. 
There are always a few privileged 
members who are allowed to choose 
their seats in advance of the draw­ 
ing. They include usually the oldest 
member of the house, In point of ser­ 
vice, General Hingham, of Pennsylva­ 
nia, the minority leader, and one or 
two others as the house leaders may 
designate. 
Notwithstanding that the opening of 
the extra session in the senate was 
quite secondary in interest to that of 
the house, there was a large attend 
ance in the galleries. 
(lf the senators sworn, seventeen 
were men who never before had occu 
pled seals in tile senate. Twelve were 
Democrats ami five Republicans, the 
new Democrats tieing Messrs. Bryan, 
Florida;

Declares Proposed Amendment to the 


| 
Federal Constitution lo a Menace to 


the Rights of the States. 


New York, April 5.—Judge George 
Gray, of Delaware, believes that the 
proposed amendment to the constitu­ 
tion of the United States providing for 
an income tax is a menace to the 
rights of the states. 
In a Jette*- to Austen G. Fox he dis­ 
cusses the subject at length and comes 
to the conclusion that a tax of this 
kind levied by the federal government 
must be double taxation, unless the 
states give up the power to levy in­ 
come taxes. 
On this part of the subject he baa 
this to say: 
“The proposed amendment is not a 
mere grant of power to the federal 
government. It is- a practical surren­ 
der of the power heretofore reserved 
to the states. What the states give in 
this instance they practically deprive 
themselves of, for, aa I have pointed 
out, it la not a mere sharing by the 
states of this power with the general 
government, as the necessity of avoid­ 
ing an oppressive double taxation 
would make It necessary to the states 
to yield to the paramount authority 
of the national government I think, 
therefore, Governor Wilson, for whose 
opinion I have the highest respect, 
was mistaken in his short message to 
the legislature of New Jersey in say­ 
ing: 
” ‘They (the states) will thereby be 
sharing with the federal government 
one of the few powers of taxation 
which under the latest decision of the 
supreme court of the United State* 
In that m atter they may now regard 
themselves as entitled to exercise to 
I certain extent exclusively.’” 


TESTS AIRSHIPS FOR WAR 


Night Firing at Moored Aeroplanes 
Part of Naval Program. 
Fort Monroe, Va., April 5.—Firing 
upon aeroplanes is part of the pro­ 
gram of the battle practice of the 
Atlantic fleet, which baa Just begun 
off the Virginia Capel. 
It will be the first test of its kind 
ever attempted by any nation, and 
the fact that the American warships 
were to be the first to shoot at aerial 
targets has been kept set ret. 
The aeroplanes were constructed at 
the Norfolk navy yard. They are built 
on the box kite plan, but are shaped 
as nearly as possible like the modern 
aeroplane. 
The airships will be made fast to a 
float and will be allowed to soar to a 
height of from 800 to 1200 feet. 
The battleships will open Are on the 
aerial enemy with small guns, and 
the result Is expected to determine the 
value of aeroplanes as an adjunct to 
the navy. 
One feature will be night shooting. 
With the aeroplanes held prisoner by 
tile ship, but permitted to soar 80<* 
feet in the air, marksmen on the decks 
of the big fighters will attem pt to 
pick the aerial craft to pieces with 
small shells.

College Man Blames Defeat on “Silk 
Blocking"

Where Support Was Expected. 


Chicano, April 5. -Carter ll. Harri­ 
son. Democrat, was elected mayor of 
Chicago. It was the firth time he has 
been given the office, and his plu­ 
rality is in the neighborhood of 18,000. 
Professor Charles K. Merriam, of 
the University of Chi* ago, bls Repub­ 
lican opponent, conceded the election 
two aud a half hours alter the polls 
closed. 
Scrutiny of the returns by ward and 
precinct shows that Professor Mer­ 
riam got nearly 7 per cent fewer votes 
than Fred Bu see, Republican, bad four 
years ago, while Harrison ran more 
than 17 per cent ahead of the figures 
attained by IS. F. Dunne, Democ rat, at 
that time. 
The vote reached above 
340,000, which is approximately 25,OOO 
more than the record at the last pre­ 
vious mayoralty contest. 
In spite of this, both sides agreed 
that Merriam lost through failure of 
the "silk stocking” wards to show the 
strength thut had been expected from 
them in favor of Merriam. Elven in 
the Twenty fifth ward, where (Mer­ 
riam ^ candidacy was conceived, fail­ 
ure of Merriam supporters to go out 
in the drizzling rain that fell all day 
and cast ballots for their choice caus­ 
ed the professor’s total to drop far 
below what had been expected. 
While the First ward gave it* usual 
Democratic plurality, it was not alone 
from this and the river wards of sim­ 
ilar character that Harrison drpw his 
support. His eight years of service in 
the mayor’s chair drew our many from 
the ranks his opponents had counted 
on. Also hts promise of 70 cent gas 
was said by his managers to have had 
a great influence with the West Side 
wards, where he showed unexpected 
strength. 
Failure of the Dunne Democrats and 
those included in the camp of Roger 
C. Sullivan to forget party lines and 
vote for Merriam was given by the 
latter’s managers as the basis of the 
Republican defeat. Merriam had made 
a special appeal to these voters to 
support him instead of Harrison, with 
whom they had an especially bitter 
fight In the primary election.

TAFT’S MESSAGE 
TO CONGRESS 


President 
Taft’s 
message to the 
Sixty-second congress was read In both 
houses today. 
The message is short and concise, 
and in it the president confines him­ 
self to one topic, the proposed reci­ 
procal trade agreement with the Do­ 
minion of Canada, for consideration of 
which the extra session of congress 
was called. The message in full is as 
follows: 
, 
“To the Senate and House of Repre­ 
sentatives: 
“I transmitted to the Sixty-first 
congress, on Jan. 26 last, the text of 
the reciprocal trade agreement which 
had been negotiated under my direc­ 
tion by the secretary of state with 
the representatives of the Dominion of 
Canada. This agreement was the con­ 
summation of earnest efforts extend­ 
ing over a period of nearly a year on 
the part of both governments to ef­ 
fect a trade arrangement which, sup­ 
plementing as it did, the amicable set­ 
tlement of various questions of a di­ 
plomatic and political character that 
had been reached, would mutually pro­ 
mote commerce and would strengthen 
the friendly relations now existing. 
“The agreement in its intent and In 
its terms was purely economic and 
commercial. While the general sub­ 
ject was under consideration by the 
commissioners I felt assured that the 
sentiment of the people of the United 
States was such that they would wel­ 
come a measure which would result 
in the Increase of trade on both sides 
of the boundary line, would open up 
the reserve productive resources of 
Canada to the great mass of our con­ 
sumers on advantageous 
conditions, 
and at the same time offer a broader 
nutlet for the excess product of our 
farms and many of our industries. 
Details regarding a negotiation of this 
kind necessarily could not be made 
public while the conference! were 
pending. When, however, the full text 
of the agreement, with the accom­ 
panying correspondence and data ex­ 
plaining both its purpose 
and 
its 
scope, became known to the people 
through the message transmitted to 
congress, it was immediately apparent 
that the ripened fruits of the careful 
labors of the commissioners met with 
widespread approval. 
This approval 
has been strengthened by further con 
sideration of the terms of the agree­ 
ment in all their particulars. The vol­ 
ume of support which has developed 
shows that Its broadly national scope 
is fully appreciated and is responsive 
to the popular will. 
“The purpose of the Sixty-first con­ 
gress after the full text of the ar­ 
rangement, with all the details in re­ 
gard to the different provisions had 
been before It, as they were before 
the American people, passed a bill 
confirming the agreement as negotiat­ 
ed and as transmitted to congress. 
The measure failed of action in the 
senate. 
“In my transmitting message of the 
29th of January I .oily set forth the 
character of the agreement and em­ 
phasized its appropriateness and ne­ 
cessity as a response to the mutual 
needs of the people of two countries, 
as well as its common advantages. I 
now lay that message and the reci­ 
procal trade agreement, as Integrally 
part of the present message, before 
the Sixty-second congress and again 
invite earnest attention to the con­ 
siderations therein expressed, 
“I am constrained in deference to 
popular sentiment and with a realiz­ 
ing sense of my duty to the great 
masses of our people whose welfare la 
involved, to urge upon your consider­ 
ation early action on this agreement. 
in concluding the negotiations the 
representatives of the two countries 
bound themselves to use their utmost
